ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE 

AND NOW, this fj\^ day of Victor Miller, Notary Public 

(“Respondent”) is hereby ORDERED TO SHOW CAUSE why the Secretary oi the 
Commonwealth (“Secretary”), upon consideration of the Factual Allegations and the applicable 
law, should not suspend, revoke or otherwise restrict Respondent's commission, impose a civil 
penalty, or order Respondent to attend education courses. This action is brought pursuant to the 
Notary Public Law, Act of August 21, 1953, P.L. 1323, No. 373 ("NPL"), the Uniform 
Acknowledgement Act, Act of July 24, 1941, P.L. 490, No. 188 ("UAA") and/or the Revised 
Uniform Law on Notarial Acts, Act of October 9, 2013, P.L. 609, No. 73 ("RULONA"), as 
amended, 57 P.S. §§ 147-169, 21 P.S. §§ 291.1-13 and/or 57 Pa. C.S. §§ 301-331; and will be 
conducted in accordance with the Administrative Agency Law, 2 Pa. C.S. §§ 501-508, 701-704, 
and the General Rules of Administrative Practice and Procedure (“GRAPP”), 1 Pa. Code §§31.1- 
35.251. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that Respondent file an Answer to this Order to Show Cause 
in writing within thirty (30) days of the date of this Order stated above, in accordance with Section 

35.37 ofGRAPP, 1 Pa. Code § 35.37. 





FACTUAL allegations 

1 Respondent holds the following commission to practice as a notary public in the 

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: Notary I.D. 1207713. 

2. Respondent’s current commission was issued on August 11, 2016, and expires on 

August 11,2020. 

3 Respondent was previously commissioned as a notary public in the Commonwealth 

of Pennsylvania at the following times: (1) May 27, 2004, to May 27, 2008; (2) June 10, 2008, to 

June 10, 2012; and (3) July 11, 2012, to July 11, 2016. 

4. At all times pertinent to the Factual Allegations, Respondent held a commission to 

practice as a notary public in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

5. Respondent's last known business and home address on file with the Department of 

State is: 2539 North 26th Street Gl, Philadelphia, PA 19132. 

6. The Commonwealth has reason to believe Respondent is currently receiving mail 

at 4649 Paul Street, Philadelphia, PA 19124. 

COUNT ONE 

7. Paragraphs 1 through 6 are incorporated by reference. 

8. On or about June 23, 2017, Respondent notarized the signatures of Harriet Dunn 
and Dorcas Moore on a deed transfer document for property located at 1323 North 27th Street, 

Philadelphia, PA 19121. 

9 A true and correct copy of this deed transfer is attached and incorporated as Exhibit 
A. 

10. Harriet Dunn and Dorcas Miller were both deceased when Respondent notarized 
their signatures. 
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11. During an interview with Professional Conduct Investigator Ronald Rosati (“PCI 
Rosati”), Respondent confirmed that the signature and notary stamp on the document are his 
signature and notary stamp. 

12. Based upon the foregoing factual allegations, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has good cause to revoke, suspend, or otherwise restrict the Respondent’s commission, to impose 
a civil penalty, and/or order Respondent to attend additional educational courses under the 
authority of Section 22 of the Law, 57 P.S. § 168, in that Respondent failed to know through 
personal knowledge or satisfactory' evidence that the individuals appearing before him were the 
individuals executing the instrument, in violation of Section 12.1 of the Notary Public Law 
(“Law”), 57 P.S. § 158.1, by notarizing the signatures of Harriet Dunn and Dorcas Miller when 
they were both deceased. 

COUNT TWO 

13. Paragraphs 1 through 12 are incorporated by reference. 

14. During PCI Rosati’s interview, Respondent was unable to provide copies of his 
notary register because he stated they were destroyed in a fire at 2539 North 26 th Street Gl, 
Philadelphia, PA 19132. 

15. The Philadelphia Fire Marshall’s Office stated there were no reported fires at this 
location in 2017 or 2018. 

16. Based upon the foregoing factual allegations, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has good cause to revoke, suspend, or otherwise restrict the Respondent’s commission, to impose 
a civil penalty, and/or order Respondent to attend additional educational courses under the 
authority of Section 22 of the Law, 57 P.S. § 168, in that Respondent failed to maintain custody 
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and control of a notary register of all official notarial acts performed by Respondent, in violation 
of Section 15(a) of the Law, 57 P.S. § 161(a). 

COUNT THREE 

17. Paragraphs 1 through 16 are incorporated by reference. 

18. On or about April 13, 2010, Respondent was found guilty of Driving Under the 
Influence, a misdemeanor, and Possession of Marijuana, a misdemeanor, in the Municipal Court 
of Philadelphia at docket number MC-51-CR-0053442-2009. 

19. True and correct copies of the certified documents from the Municipal Court of 
Philadelphia at docket number MC-51-CR-0053442-2009 are attached and incorporated as 
Exhibit B. 

20. On or about June 11,2012, Respondent answered “No” to the question, “Have you 
ever been convicted of or entered a plea of guilty or nolo contendere to a felony or lesser offense 
preceding the date of this application?” on his application for reappointment as a notary public. 

21. A true and correct copy of Respondent’s 2012 reappointment application is attached 

as Exhibit C. 

22. On or about August 8, 2016, Respondent answered “No” to the question, “Have 
you ever been convicted of or entered a plea of guilty or nolo contendere to a felony or lesser 
offense preceding the date of this application?” on Iris application for reappointment as a notary 

public. 

23. A true and correct copy of Respondent’s 2016 reappointment application is attached 

as Exhibit D. 

24. Based upon the foregoing factual allegations, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has good cause to revoke, suspend, or otherwise restrict the Respondent’s commission, to impose 
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a civil penalty, and/or order Respondent to attend additional educational courses under the 
authority of Section 22 of the Law, 57 P.S. § 168, in that Respondent made a material misstatement 
or omission of fact on his applications in 2012 and 2016, in violation of Section 5(b) of the Law, 
57 P.S. § 151 (b), by answering ‘'No” to the legal question. 

COUNT FOUR 

25. Paragraphs 1 through 24 are incorporated by reference. 

26. Based upon the foregoing factual allegations, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has good cause to revoke, suspend, or otherwise restrict the Respondent’s commission, to impose 
a civil penalty, and/or order Respondent to attend additional educational courses under the 
authority of Section 22 of the Law, 57 P.S. § 168, in that Respondent failed to be familiar with the 
duties and responsibilities of a notary public, in violation of Section 5(b) of the Law, 57 P.S. § 
151(b), by notarizing the signatures of Harriet Dunn and Dorcas Moore without personal 
appearance because they were deceased, failing to maintain custody and control of a notary register 
of all official notarial acts performed by Respondent, and making a material misstatement or 
omission of fact on his applications in 2012 and 2016 by answering “No” to the legal question. 

COUNT FIVE 

27. Paragraphs 1 through 26 are incorporated by reference. 

28. Based upon the foregoing factual allegations, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has good cause to revoke, suspend, or otherwise restrict the Respondent’s commission, to impose 
a civil penalty, and/or order Respondent to attend additional educational courses under the 
authority of Section 22 of the Law, 57 P.S. § 168, in that Respondent failed to be of good character, 
integrity, and ability, in violation of Section 3(a) of the Law, 57 P.S. § 149(a), by notarizing the 
signatures of Harriet Dunn and Dorcas Moore without personal appearance because they were 
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deceased, failing to maintain custody and control of a notary register of all official notarial acts 
performed by Respondent, and making a material misstatement or omission of tact on his 
applications in 2012 and 2016 by answering “No” to the legal question. 

PENALTIES 

If the Secretary finds that the Factual Allegations are true and correct, and determines that 
the Respondent has violated the law, the Secretary may, in the Secretary'’s discretion, impose one 
or more of the following penalties: 

* The revocation, suspension, or other restriction of the Respondent's commission to act 
as a notary public within this Commonwealth. 

• The rejection of the Respondent's application to be commissioned or recommissioned 
as a notary public within this Commonwealth, 

* The imposition of a civil penalty not to exceed five hundred dollars (S500.00) for each 
act or omission, which constitutes a violation of the Law. 

• The requirement to attend education courses for an act or omission, which constitutes 
a violation of the Law. 

PROCEDURES 

All proceedings are conducted in accordance with the Administrative Agency Law, 2 Pa. 
C.S. §§ 501-508, 701-704, and tire General Rules of Administrative Practice and Procedure, 1 Pa. 
Code §§ 31.1-35.251. RESPONDENT IS HEREBY ORDERED TO FILE A WRITTEN 
ANSWER TO THIS ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE WITHIN THIRTY (30) DAYS OF THE 
DATE OF THIS ORDER, The Answer shall specifically admit or deny each of the Factual 
Allegations made herein, and shall set forth the facts and state concisely the matter of law upon 
which Respondent relies. If Respondent fails to file an Answer within the time allowed herein. 
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the Factual Allegations may be deemed admitted, and the Secretary will issue an Order, which 
may impose penalties as set forth above. 

If Respondent desires a formal administrative hearing, at which Respondent may defend 
against the allegations in the Order to Show Cause or to present evidence in mitigation of any 
penalty which may be imposed upon Respondent or any of Respondent's licenses, certifications, 
registrations, permits or other authorizations to practice a profession, a written request for hearing 
must be filed within thirty (30) days of this Order. IF RESPONDENT FAILS TO FILE A 
WRITTEN REQUEST FOR HEARING WITHIN THIRTY (30) DAYS OF THIS ORDER. 
RESPONDENT WILL BE DEEMED TO HAVE WAIVED HIS OR HER RIGHT TO A 
HEARING AND FINAL JUDGMENT MAY BE ENTERED WITHOUT A HEARING . 

If a hearing is scheduled, Respondent will be notified of the specific time and place of the 
hearing. The hearing will be held before the Secretary or the Secretary’s duly designated Presiding 
Officer, in accordance with Section 35.185 of GRAPP, 1 Pa. Code § 35.185. Respondent may 
appear, with or without counsel, offer testimony or other evidence on his or her behalf, and 
confront and cross-examine the Commonwealth's witnesses.
